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The distance from New York city to Puget Sound, by the cheap navigation of the 
Erie Canal and lakes and the Northern Pacific Railroad, is 3,285 miles, 1,775 miles of 
which is railroad, This latter item can be reduced to 885 miles, by using the navigation 
of the Upper Missouri, Clark’s branch of the Columbia, and the Columbia River, on 
which navigation Steamers are now running, 

The distance from Puget Sound to Sitka is 770 miles; to Hakodadi, Japan, direct, 
4,400 miles; and to Shanghai, China, 5,716 miles. These direct lines in each case cross 
the Peninsula of Alaska. l 

The estimated distance by rail from Chicago to Puget Sound, when the connection 
is made from St. Cloud, Minn., to the Red River, is 2,140 miles.
